Removal of this 
subsidy from the shoulders of 
the farmer is in accordance 
with representatigns made by 
the Line Elevator Companies to 
your government. 

“We desire to point out that 
the subsidy charged to the’ far- 
mer on all wheat consumed in 
Canada is not limited to thirty

The Canadian 
Wheat Board is today selling 
wheat at $2.28 per bushel to all 
countries other than the United 
Kingdom which country is get- 
ting its wheat under the British 
Canadian Wheat Agreement at 
the reduced price of $1.55 per 
bushel. The Canadian Wheat 
‘Board now names $2.28 as the 
true current value of wheat. 

“When price controls were 
instituted on grains in 1942 the 
Wheat Board continued to sup- 
ply millers with wheat at a net 
price of 77 3-8 cents per bushel 
The farmer now is credited 
with $1.25 per bushel on wheat 
supplied by the Canadian Board 
to mills. By increasing thie 
amount to merely $1.55 the 
government would still not be 
paying the farmer the true cur- 
rent value for his wheat. The 
Wheat Board should © secure 
$2.28 per bushel for the farmer 
on current sales to Canadian 
mills. 


“If the government of Can- 
ada feels that the Canadian 
consumer of flour should be 
subsidized then the cost of 
that subsidy should be borne 
by all citizens of Canada 
through the Dominion Treasury 
We feel that it is unreasonable 
to expect the wheat grower t> 
continue subsidizing Canadian 
bread consumers to the extent 
of $1.03 on each bushel of 
wheat consumed in Canada.
